BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN TYPEWRITER WORLD 


VIEWS OF SOME OF 


THE EXECUTIVES 


OF TYPEWRITER COMPANIES ON THE 
BUSINESS SITUATION IN THIS FIEI.D 


EKCAUSE the typewriter is the key machine of 
the entire office equipment industry, its situa- 
tion with respect to demand, the extension of its use 
into new fields, and, to a less degree no doubt, with 
respect to supply are always important. We place 
demand and extension of use in new fields in the 
first place, since with strong demand and widening 
employment, the manufacturing end of the industry 
finds itself in a condition which justifies extension 
and larger effort to meet it. Producers naturally 
face problems resulting from strong demand with 
cheerfulness and enthusiasm, and however complex 
the problem is—and it is admittedly so at this time 
-it is solved in the course of events and supplies 
are furnished to the waiting customers. 

To get a line on the business situation in the type- 
writer industry, Office Appliances recently addressed 
a letter to the presidents of American typewriter 
companies. Several executives were away and 
others found it impossible to respond for other 
reasons, but we have obtained the ideas of half a 


dozen well known companies and we are sure the 
ideas expressed will be found interesting 

One view of business conditions in the typewriter 
world is expressed by the Royal Typewriter Com 
pany through J. R. Bolton, the company’s adver 
tising director. Mr. Bolton says: 

“The typewriter is ordinarily considered an in 
strument of peace. Therefore, it is astonishing that 
in times of war the demand for typewriters in 
creases to an alarming extent. 

“I say, ‘to an alarming extent,’ because of the 
difficulty of increasing the output or, indeed, of even 
maintaining the output of a typewriter factory dur 
ing war times. 

‘A little reflection, however, will show why this 
is. In the first place, the war necessarily calls many 
skilled male employes away from their tasks. Their 
places must be filled by less skilled men workers or 
by women. This necessitates in many cases a 
change in system to what we would call more ‘eff 


cient’ methods, in all of which, in the regular office

“In expressing an opinion on the business out- 
look, with special reference to the typewriter trade, 
one is taken back immediately to first principles. 
That is to say, it becomes necessary to form a judg- 
ment as to the state of mind and body in which the 
world will be when the war ends, and also to clarify 
one’s thought as to the part which the typewriter 
is likely to play in the new order of things. For two 
years past it has been a common phrase that every 
man was entitled to his own guess as to the dura- 
tion of the war. Likewise, we say all claim the 
privilege of forming and stating an opinion as to 
the determining conditions which will exist when 
the war is over. Obviously, the subject is rendered 
so intricate by the complexity of its factors that no 
human being can feel at all confident about the cor- 
rectness of his forecast save in general terms. Lut 
no one who is trying to conduct his business in 
telligently can avoid coming to close grips with the 
contingencies and chances which we shall all be 
held to face during the next year or two. 

“Speaking broadly, it seems to me that the main 
line of cleavage in respect to an opinion about the 
business outlook hinges upon this question. Will 
mankind be so war-weary and exhausted, so afflict- 
ed by lassitude, and so anxious to unbend after the 
terrific strain that the forces of reconstruction will 
be weakened by an inevitable psychological reac- 
tion; or will the resilient agencies which undoubt- 
edly exist in the modern world be strong and active 
enough to stimulate a determined effort to restore 
within a short space of time so much that has been 
shattered? War-weariness undoubtedly exists, and 
those who come in personal contact with returned 
soldiers know what it means. On the other hand, 
the resilient agencies not only exist, but are much 
more potent than at the close of any other great 
protracted struggle of nations. The narrowing of 
the world through rapid transportation not only 
compels co-operation between the nations on a scale 
which hitherto has been unknown, but the same rail 
ways and steamships which knit mankind through 
a nexus which is ever more binding, furnish the 
means of enabling society to renew its normal vigor 
with unprecedented rapidity. Considered properly, 
the main economic loss which the world has sus- 
tained through the war is represented by those who 
have been killed or permanently disabled. This loss 





of man-power is very real, but it must not be for- 
gotten that the war has been the means of calling 
into being a large apparatus of productive ma 
chinery which did not exist before, that it has con 
verted millions of women into skilled artisans, and 
that it has also pointed the way to very consider- 
able savings and betterment through intelligent 
centralization. Hence, while there is one real loss, 
there is a very distinct compensation, the nature of 
which becomes the more real and evident when we 
consider the various branches of industry which 
have been stimulated through the war as they never 
could have been stimulated in the same period dur 
ing the days of peace. The building of aircraft, and 
the establishment of the dyeing industry in the 
United States are two familiar examples, but an 1m 
mense number of these will at once occur to every 
mind. 

“lor myself, | am inclined to believe that the more 
advanced and well-grounded nations are likely to 
make a kind of headway after the war which will 
recall that which was made by France in the years 
between the Treaty of Frankfort and the Interna 
tional Exhibition at Paris in 1878. So each has been 
destroyed that the strongest possible motive will 
exist for a quick replacement of the deficit, and 
though the problems of international finance will 
be thorny, they may well be solved under the pres- 
sure of a genuine necessity 

“Anyone who holds this view must infer that 
business will not flatten out altogether when peace 
comes. Of course it will be impossible to maintain 
the present artificial activity, but even with special 
war work at an end, it is by no means certain that 
the volume of business after the peace will not quite 
equal the average for the five vears preceding the 
war. This, in my judgment, is viewing things at 
the worst, there being a very fair chance that the 
volume of business for five years after the war will 
exceed materially that of the five years 1909-1914. 

‘““So much for the general outlook. lo put the 
typewriter business in line with the foregoing con- 
siderations is very simple, since the writing machine 
is an indispensable factor in modern business life. 
Naturally there will be the special problem of ab 
sorbing an enormous number of second-hand ma 
chines, but the reduction in price which attends the 
second-handling of machines enables the typewriter 
to pass into the possession of many who would not 
otherwise believe that they could afford to own a 
tvpewriter. And by this process the field of type 
writer purchasers is steadily widened, because when 


one has come, frem first-hand experience, to know 


of what great assistance a writing machine « be, 
he will never go back to the condition of being with 
out one. As for the rest, there are a good many 


forces at work to enlarge the market for writing 
machines. Doubtless it would be an exaggeration

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Suggests How Retailers Can Save Coal. 

Shortening the selling hours of retail stores is suggested 
as a means of coal conservation by William H. Hoskins 
Company, Philadelphia. This is one of several patriotic 
movements sponsored by the Hoskins company. The 
correspondence which follows shows the plan advocated 

“June 26, 1918. 
“Mr. Francis A. Lewis, 
Federal Fuel Administrator, 
Medical Arts Blidg., Philadelphia. 

“Dear Mr. Lewis: I have an idea for the conservation of coal 
which I consider my duty to submit for your consideration. 

“It seems to me that if a ruling were made allowing retail 
stores or business houses selling completed articles to be open 
during daylight hours only, it would tend largely to save the 
fuel that we seem to be so sorely in need of for the prosecu- 
tion of the war. This I believe could be done without in- 
terfering with the receiving, shipping, accounting or manufac- 
turing departments of retail establishments. 

“With this idea in mind, and to better our sales service, we 
started two weeks ago to change our former selling hours, 
8:30 a. m. and 5:30 p. m., to 9 a. m. and 4:30 p. m., with one- 
half hour for lunch instead of one hour as heretofore. The 
plan is working out admirably and the public is co-operating 
with us heartily 

“Our company would welcome an order from the Govern- 
ment for counter sales to be confined to six continuous hours, 
say from 10 a m. to 4 p. m., eliminating lunch time. The 
amount of coal released by this economy for consumption in 
the manufacture of goods and for the other necessary opera- 
tions I imagine would be considerable. 

“By making these suggested working hours a permanent 
feature during the winter months a vast amount of coal would 
also be conserved that would ordinarily be wasted even in day- 
light for electric lighting and electric signs alone. 

“Assuring you of my sincerity in this matter and wishing 
you continued success in the administration of your important

The War Industries Board, through the Pulp and 
Paper Section, has issued regulations regarding the 
manufacture of fine stationery, which went into effect 
\ugust 1 Paper mills are not allowed to ex d the 


weight specified in the regulations without special permit. 


Manufacturers are required to notify their customers that 


orders on their books must be modified to conform with 


the regulations. Government orders for paper are 


exempt from the operation of the new requirements, but 


manufacturers should report to the Pulp and Paper Sec- 


tion-any orders which are not in conformity with the 
rulings.

The history of the world shows that in times like these 
we are to expect failures, and these failures are going to 
come principally from the fact that the dealer is not 
educated in the cost of doing business. You and I have 
heard stationers say they could do business on a 10 per 
cent basis, that they were sure their overhead did not 
amount to over 10 per cent, and you know the jolt they 
will get when they tind what it actually does cost them. 

One of our largest manufacturers has found that it costs 
35 cents to handle a mail order, and | have lad stationers 
tell me that it could not be possible for it to cost that 
much. Nevertheless. these figures come to me from one 
of the most reliable manufacturers in the country, in fact, 
a house which operates what is probably the most com- 
plete analvtical cost system of doing business of any 
concern in the United States. One of the largest 
stationers in the United States shows that their cost is 33% 
per cent to do business, and that means that the true cost 
of an article costing $1.00, delivered to his receiving room, 
costs him $1.33% before he can put any protit on it at all. 
llow many of us are actually selling supplies at 10 per 
cent above the invoice cost and thinking we are making 
money ? 

These are but a few suggestions for consideration for 
every one engaged in the stationery and office supply 
business.

PIELER EVELEt 
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A Talk to Salesmen. 


By Louis B. Busse, Assistant Manager, The Franklin Printing

Doings for July-August-September. 


E FELLOWS who call ourselves furniture salesmen 
W are nothing more or less than lumber and steel 
order takers. Really, | do not think there is a branch of 
the office supply business that can stand more study and 
judicious, educational work, than can the office furniture 
and file departments. 

In every store, you who sell office desks, chairs, and 
files, just ask yourselves this question, “How much do | 
know about my line?” and then in the same breath ask 


yourselves a second question, “How much don't | know 


J think you will agree that the answer to the latter 
question would fill a much larger volume than the answer 
to the first question. First let me say that there is abso- 
lutely but one place for the sale of office desks, chairs, and 
filing devices, and that is in the office stationery stores, 
not in the household furniture stores, and not in the de- 
partment stores, Thanks to the untiring efforts of a few 
interested office salesmen, the selling of office furniture 
is growing less and less as a side line in the household 
furniture store and department stores, and is becoming 
more and more an intensified leader in the olfice.stationery 
store. 

There have been plenty of articles written about why 
household furniture stores should handle office desks and 
files, but you who sell this class of merchandise know 
very well how poorly desk chairs and files fit into the regu- 
lar line of the department or furniture store. It’s abso 
lutely up to us fellows who say we are office furniture 
salesmen to see that we are so far advanced in the selling 
of our wares that the household furniture store owners 
will consider it far beyond their reach to catch up to us, 
even if they do consider putting in an office furniture de- 
partment. But we can do this only by application and 
study We want to know so much about one line that 
when we are after a sale we can distance all competition 
by our knowledge of what our customer wants, and how 
he is going to use it. If you sell a man a four drawer 
file, and remember to sell him the guides and indexes that 
go with it (and there are plenty of us “salesmen” who 
forget even to mention the supplies), your sale is not 
complete even then. Show your customer how to use the 
guides and folders—how to file the folders by means of the 
index and be sure to have him tile in front of each letter. 
But tirst of all know how to do it yourselt 

If vou are after a desk and chair sale, tind out for what 
the desks are to be used. If the desks are for executives, 
get on the inner circle of your prospective purchaser by 
suggesting possibly that the depth of the writing bed ot 
vour particular desk will allow the free examination of the 
business records by the executive or executives as the 
case may be. Or it may be possible to suggest the use 
of a roll-top desk for each executive as a sort of a friendly 
home spot for such papers as he cares to fondle and 
caress, each day all by himself. Then have him get a 
flat-top desk also, that he can keep cleared for action— 
sort of a battleship ready for John Smith to come into 
the private sanctorum, lay out his proposition on the flat- 
top desk—have it acted on, cleared away, and the battle- 
ship (the flat-top desk) again ready for action, while the 
big old friendly roll-top still holds the cherished papers 
Then the chairs—size up your prospective buyer by his 
size and the nerve energy that he portrays. If he is 
portly and dynamic, he wants a chair that’s comfortable 
and easy to get into and out of: if he’s portly and slow, 


big chair with plenty of springs and good upholstery is 
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for him. But every case is different. Study the man you 
are selling, hut before you do that, study the line or lines 
that you are selling—and know them. Kaow quartered 
oak, birch with mahogany finish, and genuine mahogany; 
why built-up desks with five-ply tops are better than solid 
construction When selling office furniture, remember 
your success is not what you sell today or tomorrow, but 
what the sales you make today will do for vou in bring- 
ing back your customers for other office furniture and 
assistance, and how many new customers are sent to you 
by your old ones who tell their friends how much you 
know about office furniture and how well you have helped 
them 

You can only do this by thoroughly knowing your lines, 
and how to fit them into the business of your prospective 
customers 

Some of the office furniture and file manufacurers are 
very lax in building their business—they do not give 
the average salesman in the stationery stores around the 
country enough selling arguments, which is best done by 
personal instruction (and not by books or selling talks 
just printed and mailed to these salesmen) and we fellows 
whe think we are oftice furniture salesmen, can do a 
lot for ourselves by finding out all about our lines and 


how they are used, and why.
